DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 and IDS forms of the previous 
Office action. None of the references cited or combinations thereof disclose or suggest 
generating a tooling model corresponding to said contact area geometry; virtual 
machining said tooling model to generate said fixtures and tooling; generating 
machining instructions and drawings to create said fixtures and tooling; and said tooling 
model exhibiting an associative relationship with said contact area geometry in 
horizontally structured CAD/CAM as required by the presently claimed invention. The 
terminal disclaimer obviates the obviousness type double patenting rejection. Therefore, 
Claims 1-44 are allowable over the cited prior art.
